REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The prior art, including the disclosures of Borkar et al. ("iWarp: An Integrated Solution to High- 
Speed Parallel Computing"), and Barat et al. ("Reconfigurable Instruction Set Processors: A Survey"), has 
not taught or render obvious the feature of an array interface module and standard input/output interface 
communicating with another processor node and an input/output device, respectively, via a selector 
module as claimed in independent claims 1 and 18 (in combination with all other feature of the respective 
independent claim). 

2. Claims 2-6, 8-14, 16, and 31-36 depend from claim 1 and are considered allowable for at least 
the reasons given above for claim 1 . 

3. Claims 20-26 and 32-40 depend from claim 18 and are considered allowable for at least the 
reasons given above for claim 18.
